[3rd September, 1987.] 
An Act to make special provisions for the prevention of, and for 

coping with , tcrrorist and disruptive activities and for matters 
connected therewith or incidental thereto . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty- eighth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: -- 


PART I 


PRELIMINARY 


1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Terrorist and Disruptive Activities 
( Prevention ) Act, 1987. 
(2 ) It extends to the whole of India , and it applies also . 

a ) to citizens of India outside India ; 
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(b ) to persons in the service of the Government, wherever they 
may be ; and 


(c ) to persons on ships and aircraft registered in India , wher 
ever they may be . 


( 3) Sections 5 , 15 , 21 and 22 shall come into force at once and the re 
maining provisions of this Act shall be deemed to have come into force 
on the 24th day of May , 1987. 

(4 ) It shall remain in force for a period of two years from the 24th 
day of May , 1987, but its expiry under the operation of this sub -section 
shall not affect 

(a ) the previous operation of, or anything duly done or suffer 
ed under, this Act or any rule made thereunder or any order made 
under any such rule, or 

(b ) any right, privilege , obligation or liability acquired , accrued 
or incurred under this Act or any rule made thereunder or any 
order made under any such rule , or 

( c ) any penalty , orfeiture or punishment incurred in respect 
of any offence under this Act or any contravention of any rule 
made under this Act or of any order made under any such rule , or 

( a ) any investigation , legal proceeding or remedy in respect 
of any such right, privilege , obligation , liability , penalty , forfeiture 

or punishment as aforesaid , 
and any such investigaticn , legal proceeding or remedy may be institut 
ed , continued or enforced and any such penalty , forfeiture or punish 
rent may be imposed as if this Act had not expired ,

authority ; any information likely to assist the terrorists or disa 
rüptionists, and the passing on , or publication of, or distribution 
of, any document or matter obtained from terrorists or disrup 
tionists; 

(iii ) the rendering of any assistance , whether financial or 
otherwise, to terrorists or disruptionists ; 
(6 ) " Code" means the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 ; 

(c ) " Designated Court" means a Designated Court constituted 
under section 9 ; 

(d ) " disruptive activity " has the meaning assigned to it in 
section 4 , and the expression " disruptionist " shall be construed 
accordingly ; 
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(e ) " High Court" means the High Court of the State in which 
a judge or an additional judge of a Designated Court was working 
immediately before his appointment as such judge or additional 
judge; 

1) " notifled area " means such area as the State Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazette, specify ; 

( 9 ) " Public Prosecutor" means a Public Prosecutor or an 
Additional Public Prosecutor or a Special Public Prosecutor ap 
pointed under section 13 , and includes any person acting under the 
directions of the Public Prosecutor ; 

(h ) " terrorist act " has the meaning assigned to it in sub - section 
(1) of section 3, and the expression “ terrorist" shall be construed 
accordingly ; 

(i) words and expressions used but not defined in this Act 
and defined in the Code shall have the meanings respectively assign 
ed to them in the Code . 

(2 ) Any reference in this Act to any enactment or any provision 
thereof shall, in relation to an area in which such enaciment or such 
provision is not in force , be construed as a reference to the correspond .

3 . (1 ) Whoever with intent to overawe the Government as by law

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act or any act preparatory to a terrorist act, shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than five years but 
which may extend to imprisonment for life and shall also be liable to fine. 

( 4 ) Whoever harbours or conceals, or attempts to harbour or con 
ceai, any terrorist shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term 
which shall not be less than five years but which may extend to imprison 
ment for life and shall also be liable to fine .

4 . (1) Whoever commits or conspires or attempts to commit or

shall also be liable to fine .
